6 Per Cent Rise 
Over Last Spring 


Preliminary figures released 
yesterday from the Registrar's 
Office indicate a 6 per cent in- 
crease in regular students for 
Sacramento State College for 
the spring semester over a sim- 
ilar time last year. 

The unofficial count has 3526 
students listed as regular, carry- 
ing more than six units, com- 
pared with 3328 students for 
the spring semesier of 1960. 

The decreasing tren¢| in part- 
time students also held with 
2558 registered for the spring 
semester of 1961 compared to 
2676 registe at the same time 
last year. c<his is a decrease 
of 118 students and 4 per cent. 

Totals of the limited students 
and regular students indicate a 
slim 1 per cent increase over 
last year. The total unofficial 
figures released have 6084 stu- 
dents registered for the spring 
semester compared to 6004 stu- 
dents for the spring semester 
1960 

When 37 million public school 
children returned to classes this 
year they were welcomed by 
135,000 too few teachers into 
130,000 too few classrooms, In 
thousands of high schools there 
were no physics, chemistry, 
music, art or language courses. 
One out of every 14 teachers 
had a substandard teaching cer- 
tification. —John L. Burns
